A proposed amendment in section 164, the section as it at present stands is defective, and 
Cn Procedure Code. easily allows the police to defeat the object the Legis- 
lature had in view in framing it. It is admitted by 
experienced officers of the Government that when the police make an investigation 
into an affair, they invariably endeavour in every case to make the accused confess to 
committing the offence he is charged with. And in order to extort this desired 
confession, they resort to such cruel and abominable forms of torture as are extremely ~ 
revolting to humanity. Those who have seen the infliction of these tortures on 
the accused with their own eyes say that no kind of cruelty, or atrocity is left untried. 
To escape this harrowing treatment the accused makes the confession, and the police 
gladly take him before a Magistrate to have his confession taken down under section 
164, Criminal Procedure Code, having impressed well on him beforehand that after 
he had made the confession before the Magistrate, he would again be placed in their 
hands, and hence. he would, take care that he did not make any statement contrary to 
their directions. Such being the case, it is all a farbe on the part of the Magistrate to 
question the accused.if he was making the confession of his own accord, if no pres- 
sure had been brought to bear on him by the police, &c. The poor accused can hardly 
forget the tortures he received from the police before he made the confession to 19 
them, and dares not speak out the truth before the Magistrate and thereby incur i 
the displeasure of the police to whose charge he is to be committed again, and from 
whom he is sure to receive treatment worse than he did before. With such

It not infrequently happens that a respectable man, who has been falsely 
incriminated, is honorably acquitted, and is farther granted permission to criminally 
prosecute his accuser. Hut there is no possible undoing of the indignities he has 
suffered in the lock-up, nor can there be any adequate amends for the same. It is 
therefore, incumbent on the Government to provide for suitable comforts of under. 
trial prisoners according to their rank and position during the time they are 
confined in the lock-up. If the Government cannot afford to do this, it ought to 
allow the accused to get what articles of comfort they require from their ow 
homes. No doubt an accused person can, also under the present system, get food 
and clothing from his home, But it is not a general practice and some strict 
officers do not allow this, to the great inconvenience of well-to-do persons. Each 
and every accused person should, therefore, be freely permitted, as a rule, to get 
what articles of comfort he requires from home, so long as he is under trial. |
